Every body knows his Grace's Abiliti 
and the great thare he had in the Tranfactions o 
thofe times ; fo that no Man can doubt the Trath 
of the Accounts which he there gives of the Chi- 
canes and Intrigues the French King made ufe of 
in the Treaties then fet on foot. There are many 
remarkable Paflages in thofe Letters, of which I 
fhall give you one or two at prefent, that 1 hope 
may be of very good ufe. His Lordthip in his 
letter to Mr. ague (then our Minifter in 
France, and afterwards Duke of Mountague) da- 
ted Fuly 16. 1677. fays, © I confefsI wonder to

(and that but for one year paft) from them (é.¢. 
the French Court) for whofe fakes I am fure be 
Suffers more, than, in my Opinion, any Mony 
can recompenfe : But fo Little Faith have Fin 
any of their Promifes, that unlefS you can. fe- 
cure what they promife, J fhall expett a Noife 
rather than any Benefit from them.
